Passage of an’ amendment,to the 
general tax act imposing a penalty 
of $5 each on all unmarried persons 
of sound mind and over 30 years of 
age in Georgia provided the distinct 
feature of Tuesday afternoon's ses- 
sion of the house of representatives. 

The amendment was inéroduced 
by ‘a group of legislators led by 
Bowden of Ware and Davis of 
Ployd, who expiained that this 
item alone, should it become effec- 


tive, will net the state an annual 


increase in revenue of $3,920,000, 
since there are 784,000 persons in 
the state who would feel its effect. 

The house yote on the amendment 
was 68 to 67 in favor of its incor- 
poration in the general tax measure. 

Substitute Is Moved, 

A move to substitute the tax sys- 
tem now in effect for the new gen- 
eral tax act, which is slated to in- 
crease the state’s revenue annually 
by about $1,000,000, and heated de- 
bate over the question of whether 
the state should employ special in- 
vestigatorg to ferret out. possibile 
tax delinquents; were other features 
of the house session Tuesday. 

Consi@eration of the various seo- 
tions was completed by the house 
Tuesday, but belief wags expressed 
in some quarters that the movement 
to substitute the old tax bill for the 
act now being worked out will gain 
headway and may be adopted by the 
house. It is stated that another ef- 
fort to secure the substitution will 
be made in the house’ Wednesday 
Morning, and that a vote will de- 
termine the attitude of the mem- 
bers-on this question. 

In event of adoption of the sub- 


stitute, an extra session of the as-* 


sembly is regarded as a certainty, 
for the Hardwick administration has 
avowed its intention of increasing 
revenue to meet the needs of the 
state. . 

The house, by a vote of 99 to 54, 
voted At the morning session to 
place a tax of $2,500 on the annual 
season of grand opera in Atlanta. 
Representative Holloway, of Ful- 
ton, however, will endeavor to se- 
eure a reconsideration of this meas- 
ure at the Wednesday morning ses- 
gion.

Washington, July 26.—Partia) re- 
sponse was made immediately by 
congress today to a special message 
from President Harding requesting 
that powers of the War Finance cor- 
poration be broadened to take 
charge of funding upwards of five 
hundred million dollars of railroad 
debts and to provide additional farm 
credits. 

The president in his 
transmitted by messenger, declar- 
ed -the government was “morally 
and legally bound” to fund .the 
railroad debts and was under .“an! 


message, 


Ampelling moral obligation” to pro- 


vide agricultural credits. . 
The first step toward meeting the 
second of the two requests—pro- 
vision for additional farm credits— 
had in reality been taken in the’ 
senate before the presidential més- 
sage was read. Senator Kellogg, re- 
publican, Minnesota, introduced a 
bill, drafted by Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover and Diréctor Méyer, of 
the War Finance corporation, and 
said fo have the approval ‘of the 
president as a substitute fqr the 
pending Norris bill to create a 
$100,000,000 farm export corporation. 


| The bill as introduced embraced the 


president’s suggestions to empower 
the War Finance corporation,instead 
of a new federal corporation as pro- 
vided in the Norris bill, to advance 
credits for agricultural exports. 
Suggests Simple Remedy. - 
The president's message dealt par- 
ticularly with railroad financing 
and declared the proposal that the 
War Finance corporation take charge 
of funding the railroads’ debts to 
the government would cause “no 
added expense, no added liability, no 
added tax burden.” The president 
described the proposal as “a simple 
remedy.’ Contemplating receipt and 
disposition by the corporation of 


“ample securities” deposited by the 


railroads. 

The message was referred by the 
senate to its interstate commerce 
committee but Chairman Cummins, 
who is ill, was out of the city, and 


when the railroad légisiation would 
be taken up was in doubt. Leaders 
expected, however, action «within 
the next fortnight. Several senators 
opposing any semblance of further, 
government advances to the carriers. 
stated privately they would fight 
the legislation.

Steve R. Johnston, superintendent | 
of Grady hospital, whose administra. 
tion has been subjected to widely | 
published charges by former em- 
ployees of the inatitution, yesterday 
broke the silence that has marked 
his attitude toward those charges, 
when he declared that the whole 
Grady uproar was an insiduous at- 
tack made on him personally to 
gratify the spite of two police re- 
porters of Atlanta newspapers, 
whose activities at Grady hospital 
he had months ago been forced to 
curb. 

“IT don’t intend to go into-any de- 
tailed statement about this affair at 
this time,” said Mr. Johnston. “But 
right now I will tell you exactly 
what is back of this whole business. 
I am answerable in this position to 
two authorities—first, the medical 
board of Grady hospital: second, the 
council committee on hospitals and 
charities. When my conduct of the 
hospital is questioned by either of 
these authorities I will make a full 
and complete explanation of all this 
stuff that is being circulated about 
me, | 

Have Wanted te Talk. 

“My friends have advised me not 
to be drawf in any newspaper con- 
troversy at this time, and I have 
followed their advice, although I'll 
admit I have wanted to say some 
things, and some hot things, so bad- 
ly I thought I'd burst. At the prop- 
er time, I'll say those things, but 
right now I don’t care to say more 
than just exactly what has caused 
all this furor. 

“When I took charge of the hos- 
pital, there were two reporters on 
duty here, Rolf Edmondson, of The 
Atlanta Journal, an@ J. A. Bell- 
flower, of The Atlanta Georgian. 
They are also police reporters and 
they were practicing their police 
station methods in the hospital It 
became so obnoxious to physicians 
and patients thet the doctors ap- 
pealed to me 4o have their liberties 
about. the hospita] curtailed. 

“I called the. reporters into con- 
Sultation and told them that they 
must conform to “he hospital dis- 
cipline. After they had failed to 
do so repeatedly, I issued an order, 
forbidding them the run of the 
wards. I didn't single out these 
reporters ajone. The order covered 
all reporters.

“Since *hat time Edmondson and 
Beliflower have been making every 
effort in their power to belittle 
and viliify the administration of 
Grady hospital. They seized on the 
resignation of the superintendent 
of nurses to bring up a lot of old 
stories of disgriun‘tléd former em- 
ployees.

It ig. the opinton today of admin- 
etration ” teaders here, qualified to | 
speak with knowledge'on the point, 
that an ‘open- conference is ftmpos- 
sible- France, Italy and Japan may 
be expected, as their representatives 
did at the Paris peace meet, to In- 
sist that the negotiations be star- 
cRamber affairs. The manner in 
which the negotiators met at Paris 
finally was largely the result of 
British suggestions for a ¢ompro- 
mise on the qtestion, Britain can 
be expected to go no further at the 
forthcoming conference in Washing- 
ton, and because of the extraordi- 
narily delicate diplomatic subjects 
involved, she could hardly be ex- 
pected to go even as far. 

Cognizant of the situation exist-. 
ing today, Senator Borah, one of the 
original advocates of “open cove- 
nants- openly arrived .,” has begun 
his effort to keep / 1e doors from 
closing on the greg conclave. Re- 
calling the attacks counter attacks 
and general co/ /usion resulting 
from unsatisfactory settlements in 
the Versailles pact, Borah believes 
the Washington conference should 
be wide open, so that, if it should 
fai] the world would know exactly 
where to place the blame. 

Opposition to Open Session.

Washington, July 26.—(By Con- 
etitution Leased Wire.)—Following 
receipt of a telegram from the At- 
lanta Chamber of*Commerce protest- 
ing against the reports issued’ by 
the United States. public health 
service claiming that there is an 
alarming pellagra menace and semi- 
famine condition in the cotton belt, 
Senator W. J. Harris today stated 
that he had asked ‘Surgeon General 
Cumming to furnish him with a de- 
tailed report of the cond!Itions so 
tar as they affected Georgia. 

It is. manifest that the report 
rendered by the health service does 
a great injustice to Georgia. The 
report does not make clear just 
what states are affected and in the 
original report published last week 
the statement was made that Geor- 
gia, havi a greater diversifica- 
tien of Crops, was less affected 
than any other southern state and 
that trouble was confined chiefly 
to Texas, Louisiana.and Mississippi. 
But subsequent reports sent out to 
all parts of the country and pub- 
lished in’ the newepapers all over 
the world indicate that the condi- 
tion fs revalent throughout the 
south and makes no distinction bé- 
tween Georgia, which is not affect- 
ed, and other states, which may be, 
although even in those states the 
health officers deny the existence 
of such a condition. Just as soon 
as Surgeon General Cumming can 
be reached an effort will be made 
to have him specify definitely juat 
where the conditions of which he 
speaks are existent, and if he states 
that there is an unusual’amount of 
pellagra in Georgia’ he will be call- 
ed upon to furnish the figures and 
the source of his information. 

Delegations Arounsed. 

The Georgia délegation, as well as 
the delegation of the other southern 
states, is up in arms over the ex- 
aggerated statements issued from 
the department of public health. 
Prior to the publication of the s0- 
called “alarming pellagra menace 
and semi-famine conditions,“ the 
members of congress from the 
states which are sald to be effected 
had not heard one word concerning 
any unusual spread of the disease, 
and subsequent reports from ‘the 
various state health departments in- 
dicate that there is at present less 
pellagra than there has been in re- 
cent years. 3 

While the public health service 
insists there is an increase in the 
number of pellsgra @ases, and the 
president has taken nizance of 
it, reports from seven state health 
the south denied that 
there has been any increase in the 
disease, and repudfated the state- 
ment that semi-famine conditions 
exist. The states from which such 
denials came were Georgia, South 
Carolina, Louisiana, Alabama, Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas. 

‘It was said at the. offices of the 
public health service that, in spite 
of these reports on the nonincrease 
of the disease; there is a ‘floticeable 
inerease of pellagra in eertain sec- 
tions. State health officers are not 
cognizant of the prevalence of the 
disease in their n localities, ac- 
cording to the pu health service, 
because of the incomplete organiza- 
tions of their health departments to 
get complete reports.

Reports that the southern states, 
ineluding Georgia, are in the grip 
of a sweeping epidemic of pellagra 
as the result of an aHeged famine in 
this section of the country, which 
was ‘issued by the federal public 
health service in Weshington*calted 
forth emphatic denials and protests 
in Atlanta Tuesday, 

The state senate and officials of 
the state department of health, rep- 
resenting the state-at-large; the 
Fulton county grand jury, repre- 
senting this county, heads of 
Atlanta health department and the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, rep- 
resenting the city, registered vehe- 
ment objedtion to such reports, 
which are déclared to have been re- 
sponsible for serious harm to this 
section in northern and eastern 
financial centers. 

The Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce wired a protest of the report 
to the public health service in 
Washington, the Fulton county 
grand jury passed a resolution de- 
nying the report, and the Georgia 
| sérinte paased’a resolution by Bena- 
ter Weaver:.of ‘the Tith declaring’ 
the report without foundation. | 

Not Many Reports. 

When interviewed on the question 
Dr. Abercrombie, of the state boar 
of health, declared that there have 
not been reported any large mumber 
of cases of pellagra to his’ office. 
‘In my opinion the report that there 
is a pellagra epidemic, or even an 
unusva] number of cases of the dis- 
ease in the ate, is entirely with- 
out foundation,” he declared, 

The chamber of commerce is also 
securing action similar: to its own 
by other organizations throughout 
the state and has announced that 
is is taking every step: possible to 
prevent such unjustified rumors 
from spreading further. ~—

Gatti Cazazza, the genera! manager 
of the Metropolitan company, to 
bring his artists here each year. 
Whenever a season has shown profit 
to our local association the money 
has always been devoted to some 
artistic enterprise. 

‘Otte Kaku Has Aided. 

“He has done so at our earnést 
solicitation, and through ‘the _ in- 
fluénce in.our behalf of Otte H. 
Kahn. “Mp. Kahn is one of the 
multi-millignaires of .New. York, 
who each year fs:called on to dig 
down in his own “pocket to. make 
up the financial deficit of the Metro-~ 
politan company. He has been gen- 
erous @nough to permit Atlanta to 
share the benefit of his munificence 
in having its week of unequalled 
artistry. He thinks and we etill

Blackberry Wine Not Basis 
‘for Home Brewing Charge, 
Says Kilby. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 26.—Con- 
rad. W. Austin, chief of law en- 
forcement officers, was dismissed 
from the service of the state at 
7:30 o’clock tonight by Governor 
Thomas E. Kirby for insubordina- 
tion, in that Austin refused to dis- 
charge deputies of his department 
who raided the private.-homes of 
Mobile citizens after the governor 
had, ordered their discharge. In his 


letter dismissing Austin, Governor 
Kilby «tates that he is compelled 
to take that action for the preserva- 
tidn of discipline among state offi- 
cers. The following is the complete 
letter of dismissal: 

“Mr, W. Austin, Chief Law En- 
forcement Officer, Capital. 

“Dear Sir: On the morning of 
July 22. I read in the morning pa- 
pers of the searching of the homes 
of Mr. A. P. Bush and Mr. Henry 
Hall in the city of Mobile by offi- 
‘cers. of the law enforcement de- 
partment. I immediately sent for 
you and the - ttorney-general. 

“Upon calling your attention to 
the publication you said substan- 
tially as follows: ‘When I read the 
paper this morning 1 immediately 

ut in a call for the Mobile men. 

had about concluded that we had 
better let them go but I thought I 
would see you before taking such 
action. I have warned them against 
such a thing as this.’ 
‘ Teld to “gt Men. 

“You were then directed to send 
telegrams to Mobile suspending the 
offic engaged in the raids and 
directing them to report to Mont- 
gomery immediately. 

“I then addressed to you a letter 
instructing you in the event the re- 
Ports concerning the invasion of 
these homes were found to be true 
to discharge the men who were en- 
gaged in making the raids. 

“The report signed by A. W. Crow 
and verified by G. A. Campbell and 
O. D. Moates and your two letters 
of July 23, one transmitting the re- 
port and the other replying to my 
letter of July 23 are before me. 

“The report of the officers is 
more in the nature of a défense of 
their right to search homes than 
to throw light on the details of the 
searching. It is indefinite and mis- 
leading in many respects. Your 
letter transmitting the report is 
largely of the same character, in- 
definite and misleading. 

“I am writing this -to you after 
having had an interview with each 
of the officers separately. 

Questions “Information.” .. 

“You state as follows: ‘These of- 
ficers had reliable information that 
beer was being manufactured in all 
the above named homes.’ 

“You do not give the source of 
the information. You call no names. 
My investigation discloses the fact 
that the information you indorsed 
as ‘reliable’ was given by a woman, 
her husband. and her daughter im- 
mediately after the searching of 
their homes and the finding of wine, 
beer and apparatus for making beer 
in their possession. 

“Tt is clear in my mind from my 
investigation of the three officers 
that the information given by the 
three apprehended persons was giv- 
en in anger and under circumstanees 
which should have caused the offi- 
cers to investigate the character 
of the people accused before mak- 
ing raids on their homes. A reason- 
able investigation would have 
shown that neither of these men 
was guilty of any conduct which 
would even create the faintest 
suspicion that thev had manufactur- 
ed or sold prohibited liquors or had 
any connection with the _ illegal 
traffic in liaquor. 

“No one should object to the 
search of the home of either rich 
or poor, prominent or obscure, if 
that home has forfeited its privacy 
by being criminally used s0 as to 
menace the public welfare, but the 
fact that the owner might be weal- 
thy or prominent, poor or obscure, 
does not-justify its search until ex- 
haustive investigation discloses that 
it is necessary to the protection of 
the house, 

Blackberry Wine. 

“You say that after making the 
search the officers found that their 
information was wel! founded in 
that both of the searched homes 
contained prohibited liquors and 
other eyidence such as empty beer 
bottles, ete. 

“Is it possible that vou. the chief 
law enforcement officer of the 
state, think two bottles of beer 
found in one home and six bottles 
of biackberry wine found in the 
other furnish a foundation for the 
charge that beer was being manu- 
factured in those homes? 

“The statement of Mr. Crow reads 
in part as follows: ‘We rang the 
door bell. which was answered Dy 
a young lady. We explained to her 
our mission. She invited us in,’ 
ete. 

“You accepted that statement. 


“My investigation disclosed that 
the ‘young ladv’ was a child of 10 


'ycars of age, alone in the house. 


Child of Ten, 

“To speak of a little girl of 10 
as.a young lady indicates an un- 
mistakable purpose on the part of 
Mr. Crow to mislead you. To ex- 
nlain such a mission to a Httle 
child and to accept her invitation to 
enter the house and then to proceed 
to a search was outrageous. and 
yet you, after making vour investi- 
gation, approve the action of the 
offenders. 

“The remainder of your letter is 
an argument -to sustain your conten- 
tion that the search of. the homes 
of the people under conditions simi- 
lar to the cases in question is a 


/ proper function of your department 
‘and that your contention 
. orewail. 
‘nartment specifically 


should 
The law creating your de- 
provides that 
the work of the department shall 
be conducted ‘under the direction 


, of .the governor.’ 


“This disagreement as to the 
nroner functions of the department 
of law enforcement renders effe-- 
tive co-operation between this of- 
fies and the department impossibtre 
‘rith you as the checlef law enforce- 
ment officer. For that reason alone 
[I should feel justified in removing 
vou, but there is another reson for 
your removal which perhaps i« of 
even ereater Importance, namely, 
insubordination. 

Refuses to Ohey. 

“YT directed vou, upon one condi- 
tion only, to discharge the men en- 
raged in the raids at Mobile. That 
condition was met by your investi- 
tration but vou flativ refused to 
obey my orders, announcing your 
djetermination in the following 
words: ‘I, therefore. decline to dis- 
miss these men from service or be 
a rarty thereto.’ 

“This is gross insubordination and 
is unpardonable. The refusal by 
a subordinate officer to obey the 
proper and lawful orders of his st- 
perior officer is inexcusable under 
any circumstances. To condone 
such an offense would be to weaken 
the whole structure of government 
which rests largely upon obediences 
to authority. 

“I regret exceedingly that the 
state is to lose your services. They 
have been valuable but they can- 
not be. continued at a sacrifice of: 
the discipline necessary to orderly 
government. You are a brave and 
conscientious officer and I am véry 
sorry indeed that an error of jude- 
ment obstinately persisted in should 
have led you into your present sit- 
vation. 

“The best interest of the depart- 
ment in my opinion, requires the 
severance of your connection there- 
from. You will please advise Judge 
Cc. E, MeCatl, chief examiner of ac- 
counts. of all details necessary to 
@ continuance of the work and turn 
over to him all papers and prop- 
e of the office.

London, July .26.—The allied su- 


preme council will 
August 4, according to an official 


announcement this morning. It is 
understood the session will be brief, 
dealing only with the Silesian ques- 
tion.

As Four Receive 
Sentence to Die

Condemned Murderer Clasps 
Frail Body of Fainting 
Mother in His Arms. 


Clinton, Tenn., July %6—Never 
eefore in a Tennessee court room 
have there been 6uch dramatic 
Scenes as were faced today when 
Otto Stevens, of Columbus, Ohio, 
and Oakdale, T enn.; John McClure. 
of Baltimore; Tom Christmas, of 
Harriman, Tenn., and Charles Pe- 
tree, of this town, were found guil- 
ty of murder in the first degree and 
sentenced to be electrocuted- at 
Nashville next September 15. 

Motion for a new trial will be 
heard probably July 30. 

Nearly every eye in the court 
room was filled with tears ag the 
verdict was rendered, men and wom- 
€n allowing tears to stream down 
their faces. Only the four defend- 
ants seemed unaffected by the 
drama of the situation and the 
tremendous import of the verdict.

' wens fainted and the “butcher.” as

The verdict was rendered by the 
jury at 8:35 o'clock this morning 
after a night of prayer for divine 
Buidance. A few minutes later 
Judge Hicks announced the date 
for the quadruple execution.

The crime of which the four men 
were convicted was the murder of 
Lewis as part of a pilot to rob the 
Bank of Oakdale. To do this an 
automobile was essential to escape. 
Andrew Crumley’s automobile wae 
hired and his frien¢g Lewis. accom- 
panied him. To obtain the car and 
cover their trail the men cut Lewis’ 
throat and left Crumley all but 
dead. The “baie robbery” proved 
a fiasco. The men -escaped, but 
were captured and have since been 
eonfined in the Knox county jail 
for safe-keeping.

The meeting Tuesday was called 
togethar by Secretary Clarence B.

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


Buttermilk. 
Not long ago, I deprecated the 
marketing of such a food as wheat 
in a wheat in a canned state, not 


because there is anything very ob- 
jectionable or injurious in canned 
wheat, but because wheat is easily 
obtainable and will keep anywhere, 
and may be cooked when needed 
just as easily as any other unde- 
naturized ‘cereal. Moreover, to my 
mind it seems doubtful that wheat 
whl retain its vitamins as well 
when cooked and canned as it does 
when kept in the natural dry state. 


The great idea in this country 
seems to be that some mamnufactur- 


er must take all our food and either 
“purify” or “refine” it or put it 
through some mysterious “process’’ 
before it is quite fit fer us to eat. 


Even such a simple and whole- 
some beverage as buttermilk is 
nowadays subjected to to the seal 


of approval of some manufacturer 
before it is Offered to the consumer, 
in many communities. I quote from 
& business letter sent to all the 
Physicians of a city by one such 
manufacturer: 


“A well-known physician has 
stated that buttermilk is _ liquid 
meat, with the fat trimmed off for 


it contains all the ingredients of 
fresh milk, except the cream—the 
most indigestible and biliousness 
producing element in the milk. But- 
termilk is also partly digested, for 
the reason that the caesin fat has 
been split up into fine and flocculent 
curds and the milk acidulated, sav- 
ing the stomach this work.” 

The spelling and punctuation and 
English used in the letter are little 
worse than physiology abused 
therein. The complacency of ig- 
norance is curious to behold. 

It would be nearer the truth to 
say that buttermilk has only half 
the nutrititive or food value of plain 
milk and much less than half its 
value in vitamins. And it is this 
ignorant manufacturer’s personal 
theory merely that butter fat is 
more indigestible than cheese— a 
rather strange theory, too, for a 
manufacturer Of butter. 

A great deal of undeserved re- 
pute attaches to buttermilk and 
soured milk as beverages. These 
formented preperations, alj of them, 
from natural buttermilk to the 
fancy trade fermented milk pro- 
ducts, are wholesome enough for 
most persons to drink, perhaps even 
beneficial in certain digestive dif- 
ficulties and intestinal conditions, 
but that is about all. Metchnikoff's 
theory, that one should take apint 
of soured skimmed milk every day 
(skimmed milk boiled five minutes, 
then cooled to luke warm or about 
body temperature and sowed with 
a culture of Bulgarian bacillus to 
sour jt.), has little to support it. 

There is no good reason to imag- 
ine that any particular breed or 
brand of lactic acid bacilli, .under 
whatever fancy title, will accom- 
plish any more than those present 
in ordinary ®uttermilk. 


GOVERNOR'S MANSION 
BILL COMES UP TODAY 


The bill to sell, lease or exchange 
the governor's old mansion property 
on Peachtree street, comes up in 
the senate today. It is near the 
top of the calendar and may be 
taken up the first thing this morn- 
ing. 

Governor Hardwick has made a 
personal request of several sena- 
tors that they pass this measure 
and get it out of the way before 
the finance bills come over from 
the house. The mansion bill which 
was introduced by Senator Pat 
Haralson, of the fortieth district, 
provides for a commission to be 
composed of the governor, the sec- 
retary of state and the attorney- 
reneral with two members from the 
senate and three from the house 
who ehall be empowered to sell, 
lease or exchange the old property, 
acquire a new mansion and turn the 
balance of the money into the state 
treasury. 

Both the senate and the house 
committees on public property have 
favorably reported the bill and by 
almost unanimous vote. Numbers 
of papers throughout Georgia are 
urging that the mansion be leased 
or sold. The property will bring 
$500,000. Five tentative offers have 
been made to buy and one to 
lease it. 

Any proposition made for the 
property will have to include a new 
mansion. Senator Haralson and 
Senator Frank Manson stated Tues- 
dav that the bill will pass the sen- 
ate by a large majority.

That the senate does not intend 
to take any definite action this 
summer on the bil] to abolish the 
boards of trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia and its branches, 
high schools and state eleemosyn- 
ary inetitutions and substitute in 
its place a board of seven regents 
of control for all of the institu- 
tions, was brought out Tuesday 
when the senators passed a reso- 
lution by Senator Cone of the 49th 
calling for an investigation of the 
present system and a report back 
to the next legislature. 

The bill creating the board of re- 


gents to surplant the present plan 
of differefit boards of trustees for 
the various schools, was introduced 
in the senate last week at the re- 
quest of Governor Hardwick, who 
recommends its passage. 

The Cone resolution authorizes a 
committee consisting of five mem- 
vers of the house and three of the 
senate to examine the present sys- 
tem of trustee control and systems 
in use in other states and submit 
a report to the legislature next 
summer with recommendations Das- 
ed on their observations. It sets 
forth the fact that the bill creat- 
ing the board of regents cannot be 
thoroughly gone into by the legis- 
lature this summer because of lack 
of time. 

Names Senate Members. 


President Clay appointed the fol- 
lowing senators to act as the three 
senate members of the committee: 
Senators Childs, of the 12th; Cone, 
of the 49th, and Fleming, of the sth. 

In order to urge the senate to de- 
vote all time possible to clear the 
calendar, President Clay turned his 
chair over to Senator Pope and 
took the floor to ask unanimous 
consent that the body meet Tues- 
day afternoon. This was oDjected 
to on the grounds that several del- 
egations from out-of-town were to 
appear before senate committees at 
that time. However, declaring that 
the desk must be cleared before the 
income tax bjJl and other important 
legislation comes up in the next 
few days, President Clay made Aa 
motion, which was passed, that the 
body meet at 9 instead of 10 
o'clock each morning. 

A resolution by Senator Weaver, 
of the llth, was adopted denouncing 
circulated reports that pellagra and 
famine are prevalent in Georgia. 
The resolution declared that’ the 
false report is doing untold damage 
to the industry of the state in 
northern and eastern financial clr- 
cles. 

Marietta Bond Bill. 

A local bill by Senator Clay, of 
the 39th, was passed allowing the 
city of Marietta to issue $12,000 in 
bonds if it is carried tn an election 
of citizens of Marietta. 

After quite a bit of discussion, 
the bill by Senator Wall amend- 
ing the bank laws of the state to 
give the state superintendent of 
banks more power and to provide 
that $5,000 be the maximum for 
salaries paid in his department was 
passed. 

A bill by Senator Childs, of the 
49th, providing that county boards+ 
of education keep a card index of 
every child and make a report to 
the state superintendent of educa- 
tion at the end of the year on the 
number of children in the county 
was passed. The author declared 
that it will be a great help in ob- 
taining tthe school census and will 
eliminate the necessity of-a census 
of school children every five years.

London, July 26,——The Irish peace 
proposal now under consideration 
by Eamonn de Valera and his cal- 
leagues of the dial eireann includes, 
the United News learns from sources 
'which cannot be questioned, the es- 
tablishment of a “federal” system 
similar to the constitutional cen- 
struction of the United States. 

The project as discussed by the 
Irish “president” and Lloyd-George 
consisted of the creafion of the sep- 
arate states of Ulster and the South 
of Ireland, with the organization of 
a bi-chamber central government in 
which both north and south should 


have equal representation. This or- 
ganization eye deal with ques- 
tions solely affecting thé whole 
island. It is also suggested that 
Ireland’s original four provinces, 
Ulster, Leinster, Connaught and 
Munster, be re-established, and this 
proposal is said to have appealed 
immensely to the Trish leader's 
sense of historical proportion. 


State Lines Satisfactory. 


The establishment of these sep- 
arate states, too, would grove high- 
ly satisfactory to the mass of Irish 
people because it is recognized that 
the Cork faction is radically differ- 
ent from the easier-goin Dublin 
folks, while the Galway inhabitants 
differ widely from both in tempera- 
ment. 

Reports from Dublin to the Irish 
office indicate that the truce atill 
continues effective throughout the 
country. The remainder of the 
members of the dial eireann now in- 
fearcerated are to be released soon 
in order to participate in the con- 
ferences, and the general 
phere in and about Dublin 
Cork is bright. 

The civil population is co-operat- 
ing with the police in maintaining 
order. As an example, a group of 
Dublin Sinn Feiners arrested one of 
their own faction caught in the act 
of robbery, and sent for the metro- 
politan police, chaining the culprit 
to a railing unti] the police arrived. 


De Valera Is Hopeful.

Crossland, who has supervised the 
work.in the state for the govern- 
ment for the past two years, said 
he did not consider that a high fig- 
ure. for. the amount of work done. 

Mr. Crossiand also explained that 
much overhead expense was charged 
for work which had not yet been 
done, since under the head of “over- 
h ”" were listed the items which 
cannot be charged to any specific 
project of construction,- but which 
apply more or less equally to the 
whole field of work in the state. 

Mr. McMichael, however, and other
